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Mrs. Sarak B. Ab DE and Miss Harriet 
Cooper Are Found Dead at San 
Francisco. 


Sap Francisco, Cal., Dec. 11.—The death 

xiation of Mrs. Sarah B, Cooper 
and. her daughter Harriet this morning has 
produced a profound sensation in. thie city. 

No woman in San Francisco or on the en- 
tire Pacific coast was so prominent as Mrs. 
Cooper, who had devoted her life to religious 
and philanthropic work and was aétively 
connected with every reform movement. 
She was a cousin of Col. Robert Ingersoll, 
with whom, despite their opposite religious 
views, she maintained a warm friendship. 

Mrs. Cooper and her daughter were found 
dead with the gas turned on and every 
evidence of suicide. 

There is no doubt but that Miss Cooper was 
responsible for the deaths of herself and 
mother. : 

The family physician says that Miss Cooper 
had been suffering for months from melar- 
cholia and homocidal and suicidal tenden- 
cles. Her father committed suicide. ten 
years ago, and two cousins, nephews of her 
father ,alsp killed themselves. 

Harriet left a note to the ‘Coroner request- 
ing that the bodies might not be removed to 
.the morgue. At first the Coroner refused to 
accede to the request, but through the inter- 
cession of many friends, the corpses were al- 
lowed to repose side by side in the death 
chamber. 

Mrs. Cocper’s will, dated two months ago, 
refers to the probability of her early demise 
and also alludes to the possible death of her 
daughter. All her bequests are made with 
the idea that her daughter would not sur- 
vive her, as if she anticipated a double Geath. 

It is known that during the last few days 
Miss Cooper ‘attempted suicide by eaphyxia- 
tion, but was detected by her mother. Dur- 
ing the last three nights Mrs. Cooper had 
watched her daughter and it is supposed 
that last night she fell asleep from exhaus- 
tion. Her daughter then took advantage of 
the opportunity and after turning on the gas 
lay down beside Mrs. Cooper. 

Mrs. Cooper was born in New York. 64 
years ago and before the war was e promi- 
nent advocate of abolition. She and her 
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husband founded the kindergarten system 


in this State. She was prominent as a dil- 
réctor of the Associated Charities, wae at 
one time President of the Pacific Coast 
Woman’s Press Association, the Women’s 
Suffrage Association, and Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union. For twenty years she 
has been a contributor to the press, part of 
the time engaged as an editorial writer on 
a local paper. 

She organized a new congregation and 
built a new church in an outside district a 
few months ago. 

For many years she taught the largest 
Bible class in the city in the First Congre- 
gational Church, her class numbering sev- 
eral hundred adults. She was also assistant 
pastor of the church under the pastorate 
of the Rev. Dr. C. O. Brown. 

When the scandal concerning Dr. Brown 
was first taiked about Mrs. Cooper stood by 
her pastor and expressed confidence in him. 

Later developments caused her to change 
her mind, and she and her daughter became 
his most prominent opponents and accusers 
after Mrs. Davidson. Much bitterness in 
church circles was engendered by Mra. 
Cooper's statements on the witness stand at 
the church trial. Miss Cooper was even 
more pronounced than her mother in oppo 
sition to Dr. Brown. 

The Rev. Dr. C. O. Brown, formerly of San 
Francisco, but now of Chicago, said last 
night regarding the death of Mrs. op on 4 

“Mrs. Cooper was at the head of a 
work on the Pacific coast, and her

treasured no resentment egainst them and 
have wothing but sympathy for. their

Dr. Brown denies the truth of a sensa- 
tional story to the effect he was discomfited 
by meeting his’ accuser, Mattie Overman, 
in Willard Hall. Mr. Brown is now living on 
the West Side and is engaged in ministerial 
work of a subordinate character. 

“It is true that I did meet the Overman 
woman at Willard Hall,”’ said he, “* but not 
under the circumstances represented. I 
had stepped in to the Salvation Army noon 
meeting, as I had never before attended one 
of them. I had been there fully three-quar- 
ters of an hour when I heard the voice of 
the woman and immediately recognized it. 
I turned and looked her full in the face. 
She was with two other women near the door 
and had started to speak. When she saw 
me the woman dropped into her seat as if 
she was shot. She buried her face in her 
hands, and, suddenly looking up, laughed. 
I have no faith in her conversion to the Sal- 
vation Army cause. I had been expecting 
her to cross my path, as I knew that she had 
left San Francisco. She hungers§ after 
notoriety, and I may well imagine she was 
afraid to look me if the face.” 
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CHICAGO CAPITAL GOES TO ST. LOUIS. 


Half a Million Dollars Is Invested in 
an Electric Light and Power. 
Company Reorganization. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 11.—[{Special.]}—The 
reorganization of the St. Louis Electric 
Light and Power company has taken place. 
General Manager C. D. Crandall, Treasurer 
J. M. Jackson, and Attorney C. 8. Holt of 
the Western Electric company were here 
today and before they left for Chicago had 
turned over the $500,000 of Chicago money 
which increases the capital stock of the 8t. 
Lauis company from $200,000 to $700,v000. 

The deal means a practical consolidation 
of the Chicago and St. Louis companies. 

Mr. Clifton R. Scudder, Secretary and 
Treasurer of the local company, sold out 
his entire interest in the corporation today. 
Mr. Scudder held half of the $200,000 capital 
stock and he was paid cash for his holding. 
After the Scudder stock was purchased a 
meeting was held, at which the future pol- 
icy of the new company was discussed. 
Several sites for the proposed new electric 
plant were considered. 

Mr. Guernsey will continue as President 
of the new company, but a new man will 
be elected to fill the vacancy caused by the 
retirement of Secretary Scudder.

Break Down the Doors. 


Mrs. Andersen’s landlord, Fred Rube, was 
ealled on to break down the door, and in this 
way the police gained entrance to the 
kitchen. As they pushed their way Into the 
room Mrs. Andersen, dragging Freda by the 
arm, darted into the parlor and locked the 
door. 

Again Landlord Rube was called upon to 
break down the door, and again the. police 
rushed into the room only to see the dement- 
ed woman dart into her bedroom and bar 
the door. For half an hour the bluecoats 
parleyed with the woman in the hope of in- 
ducing her to admit them, but without suc- 
cess. So they forced their way in and after 
a struggle removed her to the siation. 

There was unfolded a pitiful tale of suffer- 
ing and desertion. For four days the wom- 
an and her child had lived in their cold’ room 
without food, save one meal supplied them 
by a kindly neighbor. Ill health and.«enef 
over the desertion of her husband had driven 
Mrs. Andersen insane, and she on Monday 
determined to end her own and her child’s 
life by starvation. 


Drives Her to Desperation. 


Eight years ago, she said, her husband, 
Maurice Andersen, deserted her, and she 
has kept up a fruitless .quest for him ever 
since. Recently she heard he was working 
in Deering, but could not: locate him, and 
the fresh disappointment drove her to des- 
peration. Mrs. Johanna Wald, a spiritualist 
who boarded, with Mrs. Andersen, induced 
her to take up the study of. spiritualism, 
which, the neighbors assert, hastened the 
loss of her mind. 

The only person to enter the Andersen 
rooms since the insane woman formed her 
plan to kill herself and child was Mrs. Martin 
Hansen, who on Thursday night carried a 
pot of coffee and some bread to the desolate 
home. But for this timely aid little Freda 
would probably have perished, for when 
rescued by the police last night she was too 
weak to walk. 

When Mrs. Hamsen made a second visit 
with provisions yesterday she found the 
door barred, but managed to learn of the 
condition of affairs within from Freda, who 
stood at the window, 

In vain she begged the child to.open the 
door. 

** Mother won’t let me,” was the reply. 

Before she could say more her mother 
dragged her from the window. 

After Mrs. Andersen was taken to the 
station .she told the police she had been 
given a bag of gold and feared to admit any 
one lest she be robbed. To-the neighbors, 
however, she said she wished to end her life. 
In the flat the police found a pug dog with a 
litter of puppies starving. So fierce was the 
animal the police were forced to drive it 
from the room before they could force the 
parlor door. 

Mrs. Andersen’s father is living in Den- 
mark and has in his keeping Mrs. Ander- 
sen’s youngest daughter. Mrs. Andersen 
declined to tell his name, but today an effort 
will be. made to learn it, in which case the 
grandfather will be asked to take charge of 
Freda.

Mr. Sperbeck’s Proposition. 


Two days ago Mr. Sperbeck sent a com- 
munication to Inspector Schaack, in which 
he explained that, while the property had 
been in his family for ten years, it had not 
been under his direct care except for a few 
months. He had begun his reform some 
time ago by expelling all the old tenants, 
closing all the underground passages, putting 
in doors with sound panels and whole win- 
dows; and at present the only thing wanted 
is tenants of good repute. 

There was danger, he explained, his house 
would be torn down or riddled before he 
could get a renter inside the doors, unless 
he received special protection. Within a 
fortnight the neighbors, who seemed to take 
offense at the intrusion of clean paint and 
sound winddéws, had nearly succeeded in 
battering in the front.

LOCATE THE SOURCE OF BLINDNESS. 
xX Rays Again Used Successfully in 


Newark, N. J. 
New York, Dec. 11.—{Special.)—For the 


second time Drs. Wendell and Bailey of New- 


ark, N. J., have had recourse to X rays to 


’ locate the source of blindness in a patient. . 


The same course is being pursued in the 
case of James O'Neill as in that of Mary 
Schoeliner, already described in these dis- 
patches. O’Neill is 18 years old. Eleven 
years ago he was run over by a wagon, suf- 
fering injuries which resulted in almost total 
blindness. A preliminary test was mad¢ 
with the opthalmoscope. The boy said he 
did not see the light, but exclaimed as rf"in 
pain: ‘I feel a burn.” 

The physicians decided the right eye had 
not lost its visual strength altogether, and 
it was through that optic he could see what 
he called “ shadows." 
reveal any sensitiveness. 

O'Neill was placed before the Edison K 
ray machine, his head close ta the tube, and 
the physicians watched the funnel on the 
other side of thehead. It was put in various 
positions, and after a minute examination 
Dr. Wendel found a clot of blood had formed 
on the brain membrane as a result of a 
hemorrhage due to the accident. The hem- 
orrhage had occurred beneath where the 
clot formed and the clot had settled on one 
of the sight centers, The left side had been 
more affected than the right, and many of 
the fibers on the right side were in good 
condition. 

It was decided an operation would do more 
harm than good, but the right eye can be 
improved by the treatment designed to re- 
move the clot, s . 

It is not expected’O’Neill’s sight will ever 
be good enough to read, but it is the hope 
of the physicians he will be able to dis- 
tinguish ordinary objects. The clot must

Its last trip across,the Atlantic was made 
in September last, when it left Baltimore 
for Bremen, arriving there safely on Sept. 
23. The Salier was of 3,000 tons gross regis- 
ter, was 351 feet long, brig rigged, and had 
a Single propeller. Capt. Wempe had com- 
manded the steamer for a number of years. 

Weather Thick and Heavy. 

The weather was thick and heavy. It was 
nighttime and the Salier had to run far 
enough south to clear the rocks off Cape 
Corrubedo before starboarding his helm 
and heading southwest, gradually pointing 
up westward and then in a northwester! 
direction in order to head into the bay lead- 
ing up to Villagarcia. But Capt. Wempe 
seems to have been thrown out of his reck- 
oning by the fog and rain and to have head- 
ed to port too soon, with the result that he 
failed to clear the rocks below Cape Corru- 
bedo, and went down with his ship and all 
hands.

Searching for Survivors. 

The whole coast in the vicinity of the 
scene of the wreck is being searched for sur- 
fvors of the Salier, and all hope has not 
yet been given up of picking up some one 
who may be able to give details of the terri- 
ble calamity. 

The agents of. the North German Lloyd 
company here have heen Instructed from 
Bremen to spare no expense in searching 
for the missing passengers and crew of the 
sunken steamer.

| SING PRAISES FOR TRAINED NURSES. 


Dectors and Their Sick Room Assist- 
ants Speak Before West End Wom- 
an’s Club Current Events Class. 


“What Is the Value of the Trained 
Nurse?” was discussed yesterday afternoon 
in the hall of. the West Side Young Men’s 
Christian Association at a meeting held 
under the augpices of the Current Events 
Class.of the West End Women's club.

Mrs, George Sherwood, the President, paid 
a tribute first to the physician and then to 
the trained nurse. 

Miss Idora Rose, formerly head nuree of 
the County Hospital, but now Assistant 
Superintendent of the Illinois Training 
School for Nurses, spoke on “ The Value of 

he Trained Nurse with the Sick Poor in 

blic Hospitals.” 

Dr. James H. Etheridge’s theme was “* The 
Value of the Trained Nurse in Diseases of 
Women.” He drew a picture of the change 
that had been wrought in the practice of 
medicine by the introduction of anti-septic 
surgery, which depended for its application 
on the trained nurse. If his old preceptor 
could béhold it he would think he had got 
into a new district of heaven, and beg Peter 
to permit him to return to earth to resume 
his practice. 

Miss Isabel McIsaac, Superintendent of the 
Illinois Training School for Nurses, spoke 
on “The Value of the Trained Nurse in 
Private Hospitals and Families.” She said 
it Was usual to think a patient could be 
nursed only, or at least best, by the hands 
of loving relatives, but really the family 
made-the poorest nurses. 

Dr. D. R. Brower spoke of “ The Value of 
the Trained Nurse in Disease of the Nervous 
System.” He said this was an age of ex- 
cessive activity, and for that reason an age 
of nervous diseases. This fact had evolved 

trained nurse, for nervous diseases were 
proverbially tedious, and dependent on good 
nursing. 

Miss Emily Wakem, the head nurse of the 
Visiting Nurse A&sociation, spoke on ‘* The 
Value of the Trained Nurse in the Homes of 
the Poor.” She said the visiting nurse rep- 
resented the best gift of the rich to the poor, 
asd was the most promising agent of bridg- 
ing the chasm between them. 

Dr. Nicholas Senn talked on “‘ The Value 
of the Trained Nurse in General Surgery.’’ 
He said the .praise given the advanced 
surgery of the last twenty-five years was due 
largely to the trained nurse.’ For himself 
he could only say if he were to be deprived 
of his trained nurses the future would wear 
such a gloomy aspect he most assuredly 
would abandon his profession. Indeed, in a 
surgical. operation, the battle was half won 


when the patient had been prepared for it 


by the_preliminary work of the trained nurse. 
In critical operations, when the life of the 
patient hung on a. hair, he had seen the 
nurse display much more nerve and presence 
of mind than men did. He had been amazed 
at the way they rose to the demands of the 
emergency, when strong men turned pale 
and were ready to give up. 

Mrs. W. J. Chalmers presided at the meet- 
ng.

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QUEEN LIL’S VISIT PURELY SOCIAL, 


If She Visits Washington She Will Be 
Received Simply asa Private 
® Individeal. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—[Spectal.]— 
“There is no political significance whatever 
in the visit of Queen Liliuokalani to the 
United States at this time,” said Mr. Hast- 
ings of the Hawalian Legation, “ nor is it 
likely that the former ruler of Hawali will 
come to Washifigtonatall. It was generally 
understood before she left Honotulu that 
her object in coming to the United States 
was primarily to visit relatives of her late 
husband who reside in the vicinity of Bos- 
ton, Mass., and, secondly, to join her niece, 
the Princess Kaiulani, either on this side 
of the water or abroad, as her fancy dic- 
tated. 

‘‘ When Liliuokalani left Honolulu recent- 
ly she was furnished with a passport, the 
same as any other private citizen of the re- 
public, and she is at liberty to come and go 
wherever she pleases. Even if she had any 
political ambitions or aspirations they could 
not be improved by a visit to Washington, 
inasmuch as she is merely a citizen of the 
Republic of Hawaii and could not be re- 
ceived offictally or otherwise recognized by 
the United States Government.” 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 11.—Ex-Queen 
Liliuokalani announced today that her stay 
in San Francisco would be brief. She is al- 
ready preparing for her early departure for 
Washington, where she hopes.to meet her 
niece, Princess Kaiulani, The ex-Queen has 
arranged to attend the horse show tomor- 
ow night. 
Tpeetoe. Mass., Dec. 11.—[{Special.]—Ex- 
Queen Lilluokalani of Hawaii will be in 
Boston in two weeks. She will be the guest 
of Mr. William Lee of the firm of Lee, Shep- 
ard & Co., who is a cousin of Gen. John 
Dominis, her late husband. Mr. Lee says 
that she comes to America to seek rest from 
her experiences in Honolulu and see her hus- 
band’s relatives,.and that the visit has no 
political significance whatever.

Tue sinking of the North German Lloyd 
steamship Saliere, with the loss of over | 
$00 passengers and crew of sixty- | 
five men, was’ one of the worst 
disasters on the sea of the year. The 
passengers were chiefly Russians, Galicians, 
and Spaniards and of the steerage class, 
The ship went on the rocks off the coast of 
Spain at the mouth of the Bay of Arosa, 
and foundered so quickly it is not believed 
a single being of those on board was saved. 
These rocks appear to be well known to 
mariners, and the utmost care is taken usu- 
ally to give them a “‘ wide berth.” The cause 
of this disaster will probably never ba 
known, but the reports indicate that 1t was 
due either to a miscalculation by the pilot 
or the presence of a dense fog, which hid the 


rocks from view.

It would be a reasonable precaution for 
other cities to establish some kind of a quar- 
antine against St. Louis or else unite in 
sending a volunteer force of policemen to 
suppress the unchecked reign of crime.

There would 
be less cynicism than necessity in this last 
suggestion if the desperadoes had any use 
for the jail. There is only one consolation 
in the otherwise deplorable situation, and 
‘that is the rare exhibition of humility shown 
by St. Louis and its pathetic appeal for 
charitable cdnsideration. ° If this quickening 
of conscience develops permanent effects, 
the criminal reign, after all, will have proved 
& blessing in disguise.

SENATOR CULLOM’S CUBAW SPEECH. 

It is in keeping with the fitness of things 
so far as the Cuban question is concerned 


that the first plea for free Cuba in*the 


present session of Congress should have 
come from Illinois. It is also matter for 
congratulation that the plea was a virile 
and vigorous one and one which the people 
of Illinois will most cordially and enthusi- 
astically indorse. 

- Benator Cullom has introduced the Cu- 
ban discussion in no uncertain manner. He 
pays no attention to the question of belliger- 
ent rights and does not consider any ques- 
tion of traditions or precedents. Neither 
fire there any sentimentalities in his view of 
the situation. His first contention is that 
this war must stop, and his second conten- 
tion is that Cuba must be free.* In this he 
has set the pace which Congress should fol- 
low. Free Cuba is the solution of the 
problem and upon this demand Congress 
should make its stand. 

The resolution to which Senator Cullom 
spoke covers the whole situation. It de 
clares “ that the extinction of Spanish title 
and the termination of Spanish control of 
the islends at the gateway of the Gulf of 
Mexico are necessary to the welfare of those 
islands and to the people of the United 
States.” The Cubans themselves never will 
be satisfied until they have secured that re- 
sult. The people of this country never will 
be satisfied with anything less. The reso- 
lution affirms the true American continental 
policy, and, as Senator Cullom says, “ the 
lines of this policy run parallel and coinci- 
dent with those of common humanity.” 

Senator Cullom properly dismisses, the 
question of the recognition of belligerent 
rights. Even if it had received the Execu- 
tive favor it would now prove impotent, for 
since the passage of the resolution last 
spring the war in Cuba has reached a situa- 
tion where a more drastic policy is required. 
That policy is thus set forth clearly and un- 
mistakably by Senator Cullom: 

We have already prociaimed that the United 
States will have something to say regarding mat- 
ters. affecting the American continent, and we 
should now announce that the speedy termination

ANOTHER SAMPLE OF BRYAN’S “COLOR 
BLINDNESS” IN REASONING. 

Mr. W. J. Bryan winds up his paper in the 
North American Review in these words: 

The contest for financial independence will go 
on. “‘ An American financial policy for the Amer- 
ican people ’’ will still be the motto of those who 
have in this campafgn advocated the free coinage 
of silver on equal terms with gold. We believe 
that we are right, and, believing that right will 
finally triumph, we face the future firm in the be- 
lef that bimetallism will be restored. 

Tue Trisune has expressed the opinion 
thgt Mr. Bryan was suffering from a logical 
defect of mind akin to color blindness in 
visual matters. 

The second sentence of this extract ex- 
emplifies it in a striking manner in what he 
says of “ the free coinage of silver on equal 
terms with gold.” A common sense man 
will read this expression to mean that gold 
and silver of the same denomination must 
possess equal value, equal exchange and 
purchasing power—in other words, the gold 
and silver dollar must be intrinsically equal 
in value. And that was just what the 
Democratic national platform of 1892 de- 
manded, on which Cleveland was elected. 
“ Silver on equal terms with gold ” means 
that the free silver dollar shall contain the 
same value asa gold dollar. But Mr. Bryan 
did not intend to convey any such idea. 
What he thought he wanted to say was

NO AD VALOREM DUTIES. 

It has been decided by those who are 
framing the tariff bill which is to be sub- 
mitted at the extra session that-— 

The only radical change from present methods 
will be the substitution of specific for ad valorem 
duties throughout, thus getting rid of the under- 
valuations from which the Treasury has suffered. 

This contemplated change will have the 
liearty support of Tue Trisune. The 
substitution of specific for ad valorem du- 
ties will give the government more revenue, 


while the importers will not make the ex- 


cessive and dishonest profits they do now, 

It has been contended by some Demo- 
cratic papers that since the average rate 
of duty on dutiable imports under the 
Wilson-Gorman law is about 40 per cent, 
the duties are high enough and should be 
left alone. 

Were it not for the gross undervaluations 
which attend the ad valorem system the 
average rate of duty would be about 30 
per cent instead of 40, Those undervalua- 
tions make the rate seem lower than it is, 
and also reduce the protection given to 
American industries. . 

Congressman Wilson knew what the 
workings of ad valorem duties would be 
when he filled his bill with them. He de- 
fended them on the untenable ground that 
a duty -which taxes according to pound, 
weight, or measure, without regard to 
value, always oppresses the less wealthy 
consumer. 

He cared nothing in reality for the “ less 
wealthy consumers.” What he wanted to 
do was to get as near free trade as pos- 
sible by lowering the duties and then pro- 
viding for their collection in a way which 
made them yet lower. He had no ob- 
jection to the undervaluation . frauds -he 
knew would be perpetrated, for they would 
reduce the small measure of protection 
seemingly given by his bill.

anti-trust law for the purpose of exempting 
the railroads from its provisions and allow- 
ing them to combine and crush out competi- 
tion, or to give that anti-trust law i¢s legiti- 
mate interpretation, holding that -it does 
take in the railroads and that violations of 
it by them must be punished. 

Highteen railways west of the Missouri 
River were organized into what was called 
the’ Trans-Missouri Freight Association. 
The object was to raise or regulate freight 
rates and to maintain uniform rates at al! 
competing points. The object, then, was to 
kill competition and charge exorbitant rates. 

Most of the lines which went into this 
combination had received aid from the Gen- 
eral Government or from States or coun- 
ties. ‘That aid-was given in many instances 
in order that there might be competition in 
the transportation of freight and passen- 
gers. A successful combination of thcse 
roads would deprive the people of what they 
have paid for—competition. : 

The anti-trust law declares illegal every 
contract or combination in restraint of trade 
or commerce among the several States 
and provides for the punishment of persons 
or corporations entering into these illegal 
combinations. 

Since this freight association, with its 
higher freight rates. and its suppression of 
competition, manifestly -was restraining 
commerce, suit was brought by the United 
States against that association under the 
anti-trust law. 

The lower courts held that that law did 
not apply to the railroads, which were regu- 
lated by the inter-State commerce act alone. 
The government carried the case up to the 
Supreme Court, and Attorney-General Har- 
mon appeared before it on Thursday to 
make an argument § in support of 
the government’s contention. This is the 
first time an Attorney-General has fad a 
word to say in behalf of the anti-trust law. 

Opposed to the law officer of the govern- 
ment, who is paid $8,000 a year, were three 
prominent railroad lawyers who receives 
about $50,000 a year apiece. The railroads 
have never objected to paying for the best 
legal ability. Their policy has been a wise 
one. 

On this occasion, however, the argument 
made on behalf of the roads was far weaker 
than that made on behalf of the govern- 
ment. “The former was technical and nar- 
row. The latter was a clear, forcible ex- 


| position of the intent of the law and a dem- 


onstration that the railroads came within 
its scope. 

Attorney-General Harmon contended that 
the very wording of the act showed that 
railroads are not exempt from its provisions. 


It applies to everybody joining in a trust, con- 
spiracy, or combination for the restraint of inter- 
State commerce. It applies to corporations as 
well as individuals. The Supreme Court has re- 
peatedty held that transportation is commerce. 


The Attorney-General contended that 
there was no conflict between the anti-trust 
law and the inter-State commerce act. The 
one was supplemental to the other. The 
anti-trust law, he stated, had nothing to do 
with the reasonableness of the rates charged 
by railroads or of the prices which might be 
charged for commodities by trusts. The 
purpose of that law was that trade should 
be free and unrestrained. 

But the contract which had been entered 
into between the eighteen roads must be 
necessarily a restraint of trade, because it 
was one entered into between competing 
roads, This was not a case of connecting 
lines, which may make agreements as to 
rates,. but of competing lines, which cannot 
do s0. 

The primary object of railway construc- 
tion, the Attorney-General declared, was 


of extermination on the one hand or liberty and 
Spanish exclugion on the other.

stop until the Cubans, if unsucecssful, are 
exterminated, and the island ruined; that 
politically, physically, and geographically 
Cuba does not belong to Spain; that trade 
with this country has been ruined; that 
Spain itself is exhausted in the power to 
make war and to raise means for carrying 
it on; and that Cuba is alreatiy lost to 
Spain. On this latter reason Senator 
Cullom sayg: 

Cuba today is lost to Spain. The public procia- 
mation of Spanish defeat may not have been of- 
ficially and definitely announced, but in truth and 
fact the submission of Cuba will never, again be 
yielded as of old. _The tribute of $25,000,000 to 
$40,000,000 annually, so long exacted, will never 
again replenish the treasury of Spain. ‘The strug- 
gles of 1805 and 1896 may sadly cripple Cuba, but 
they will ruin Spain. 

I repeat that Cuba is already lost to Bpain. Were 
the struggle to stop now the income to Spain from 
the enormous exactions she has always levied 
upon Cuba would be lost for some years. Many 
thousands of young men of the flower of Spanish 
manhood have been sacrificed to maintain the 
power of a dynasty. Many thousands of honest, 
sincere, and loyal boys have left their homes in 
Spain never to return. Many a mother weeps un- 
availing tears for the lad who left her side a year 
ago, and who now sleeps in the fever-swamps of 
Cuba. ; 

The Senator has taken the position which 
Tue TRIBUNE has 80 continuously and per- 
sistently advocated, and his speech reflects 
the sentiments of the people of his own 
State dnd of the large majority of the peo- 
ple of the United States. It is a plain, 
manly, patriotic statement of the situation 
and of the duty of this government. As to 
the latter, indeed, there is no reason why 
the government should hesitate. Apparent- 
ly the only explanation is to be found iu the 
expectation of Secretary Olney that his 
Boston and New York sugar plantation 
clients will receive damages from Spain.

There 
is no other even plausible excuse for the 
concession of longer time to that country.

VALLEY PEOPLE TALKING NONSENSE. 
A permanent association, to be known as 
the Illinois Valley Association, was formed 
on Thursday at Peoria, and fears were ex- 
pressed in speeches and resolutions that the 
Drainage District of Chicago would furnish 
the valley when the drainage canal is com- 
pleted less than the amount of water re- 
quired by law. The members of this asso- 
ciation need borrow no trouble on that score. 
The people of this city intend to send down 
the valley every drop of the 300,000 cubic 
feet of water per minute, as the law directs. 
Chicago is even more anxious to observe the 
law in this respect than the people of tae 
valley possibly can be, because when this 
amount of water is flowing down the Mis- 
sissippi all the sewage of the Chicago dis- 
trict will be swept in that direction and none 
of it will go into Lake"Michigan. The water 
of the lake will remain pure, the people of 
Chicago will have pure water to drink, and 
this is a benefit which would absolutely pre- 
vent any diminution of the required flow of 
water down the channel. Chicago people 
not only would not consent to less than 300,- 
000 cubic feet of water per minute going 
down the channel, but they would prefer to 
increase the volume to 700,000 or even 800,- 
000 feet if this couid be done without jeopar- 
interests along the _ river.

and maintaining a uniform depth in the 
Mississippi from the mouth of the Lilinois 
River down to Memphis, they certainly will 
have accomplished much. They will have

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THE CANADIAN LIBERTY ALUBS. 

A dispatch from Montreal in the last 
issue of Tue TRIBUNE reports that there is 
a strong undercurrent of sentiment through- 
out Canada favorable to a separation from 
Great Britain and the establishment of an 
independent Canadian republic as a neigh- 
bor to the United States. It is further 
stated that the movement has begun to 
take tangible form in the organization of so- 
called Liberty clubs, and that a convention 
will shortly be called in Montreal for the 
purpose of federating all such clubs in the 
Dominion. The preamble to the constitu- 
tion of one of these clubs probably indicates 
the character of allofthem. It reads: 

This association shall be known as the Inde- 
pendence club of Canada, and shall be composed 
of all persons desirous of obtaining political lib- 
erty and the independence of Canada. Its ob- 


jects shall be: 
First—The study of the Canadian people and 


of the resources of the country. 
Second—The encouragement of a true national 


spirit amongst the population. 
Third—To obtain the liberty and independence 


of Canada by legitimate and pacific means. 

The dispatch throws no light upon the 
extent to which these clubs have been or- 
ganized or how large and influential they 
may be. It is not likely, however, that 
many of them will be found outside the 
Province of Quebec, where independence 
has been frequently agitated in the past. 
The English and maritime provinces still 
retain the sentiment of loyalty to the 
Queen, though it is only a sentiment. It is 
strong enough, however, to discountenance 
Liberty clubs of this kind, so it may bea 
long time before there will be any Con- 
siderable agitation for a separation from 
the mother country in the English-speak- 
ing section of the Dominion. In the 
French section the movement may grow 
and it may eventually extend into the En- 
glish, as there is a general drift in the 
world towards the idea of the republic. 
Should it prove general at some future 
time it would be the preliminary step to- 
wards annexation to the United States, 
which would come much more easily and 
satisfactorily that way than by an abrupt 
transition from the authority of Great 
Britain to thet of this country. The materi- 
alization of this project, however, is so far 
away, if it ever comes, that it is hardly 
necessary to discuss it. 
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THE English King who apologized to his 
executioner for taking so long to die would 
have expired immediately of envy if he could 
have known of the vitality of John Buzzard 
of Georgia. Mr. Buzzard was apparently 
dispatched on Nov. 26, when in a desperate 
struggle he was shot 37 times and stabbed 
eight times, and in addition was pounded 
vigorously on the head with rocks. But 
Mr. Buzzard refused to succumb even to 
a physician's certificate of death. He con- 
tinued to live until yesterday, when twenty 
or thirty of his wounds at last proved fatal. 
It is a great pity that Mr. Buzzard has come 
to this violent end. It would have been in- 
structive to»see how long such a man could 
live without the overwhelming handicap to 
which he was subjected during the last few

FOR A TARIFF ON FOREIGN LABOR. 


Mr. Wilber Preparing a Bill Imposing 
a Duty of One Hundred Dollars 
on Male Immigrants, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—The most 
drastic and seneational immigration bill 
ever introduced is now being prepared by 
David Forrest Wilber of the Twenty-first 
New York District. ° 

It provides that every male immigrant of 
18 years and over shall pay a duty of $100; 
each immigrant shall bring from the Amer- 
ican Consul of his sailing port a certificate 
that. the amount of the duty has not been 
advanced by any syndicate, corporation, or 
employer, and that the bearer is a man 
of good repute; each immigrant ehell read 
and write; immediately n landing he 
shall renounce his allegiance to his mother 
country and declare his intention of becom- 
ing an American citizen, to which he shall 
take-a prescribed oath; he shall then receive 
a certificate from the clerk of the county, 
town, or city in which he proposes to locate, 
who shall, upon his arrival, return a similar 
certificate to the officials of the port of entry 
acknowledging his arrival; all changes of 
residence shall be promptly reported to the 
said clerk; at the expiration of six years of 
good behavior he shall be granted a certifi- 
cate of citizenship. Mr. Wilber is a Repub- 
lican and his father represented the Twenty- 
first District during four terms before him. 
In support of his bill he says: 

“Our system of protection is perhaps the 
best ever devised, but it does not protect the 
farmer and the laborer. If it isa good thing 
to put a duty on imported gocds for the 
benefit of the merchant and manufacturer, 
it is equally good to put a duty upon im- 
parses labor for the benefit of the American 
aborer.”’

Mr. Harris, the owner, has not yet applied 
for a permit from the city. When he does 
he will strike a snag. Chief Badenoch said 
yesterday he did not wish to deny a request 
before it is asked, but he added: 

“If euch a request were made there would 
be several things to be considered before the 
permit could. be issued. In the first place, 
the duty of this department would be to see 
that there would be no risk of endangering 
the safety of the public. If the animal is 
such a terror as it is represented, it cer- 
tainly would be a dangerous project to at- 
tempt to kill it in the midst of a great 
crowd. It might escape and cause a panic, 


or injured. I think the permit might be re- 
fused on the ground of public safety.” 

Mr. Harris said last night that he must 
get rid of the animal in some way, and if 
the authorities would not permit it to be 
killed as he had planned he would make a 
present of it to the city and the police might 
then dispose of it as they saw fit. 

City Collector Maas said last night he

Judge Grosscup inaugurated a new plan 
yesterday in dealing with persons found 
guilty of running fraud concerns by the aid 
of the United States mail. He directed that 
the Postal Inspectors be the agents of 
Charles W. Braithwaite in the return of $5 
to each of 420 persons scattercd all over the 
United States, from whom he secured the 
money on promise to pay them $60 a month 
as distributors of circulars. Braithwaite 
operated in the summer and fall in the Unity 
Building as the head of the National Distrib- 
uting concern. The jury returned a verdict 
of guilty after ten minutes’ deliberation.

STATISTICS smote FIVE WITH DEATH 
RATES ABOVE. AVERAGE, 

They Are the Sixth, Twelfth, Sixteenth, 
Thirty-third, and Nineteenth—In- 
vestigation Shows Some of the Most 
Unsanitary Premises Belong to Peo- 
ple of High Standing—University of 
Chicago Holdings—Descriptionus of 
fae Foul Properties. 


The vital statistics of the Health Depart- 
ment seem to indicate that there are other 
wards in the city besides the Nineteenth 
which would be fruitful flelde for the activ- 
ity of the sanitary inspectors. 

From January to October, 1896, inclusive, 

the death rate for the whole city was 12.34 
im the thousand. The wards showing ex- 
cessive mortality percentage are the Thirty- 
third, 15.52; the Sixteenth, 13.50; the Nine- 
teenth, 13.51; the Sixth, 18.17; and the 
T'welfth, 12.67 the thousand. 
_ Investigation in the Nineteenth Ward dis- 
closes that some of the most unsanitary 
premises are the property of large estates 
or of men who move in high society. The 
University of Chicago leases several houses 
that have been prenounced by the Health 
Department unfit for habitation. The house 
at No. 124 Blue Island avenue was described 
yesterday. 

Another of the university properties is No. 
240 Ewing avenue, a one-story frame house 
on the rear of the lot, built two feet below 
grade, with the floor upon the ground. The 
ventilation is poor, the ceiling low, and 
Gampness abounds. Refuse three feet deep, 
including a dead dog, is piled up against the 
west side of the house. No. 146 Blue Island 
@venue is a two-story frame house with 
tore and three living rooms, occupied by 
two, families, a stable, filthy and, tou] smell- 
ing, occupied by two horses, joining the 
kitchen, with a door between. 

At No. 274 Ewing street the university has 
another two-story frame hbuse which the 
department classes as entirely unfit for hab- 
itation. The basement is dark and damp, 
the ceiling low, and the ventilation bad. 

Perhaps no worse conditions can be found 
in the ward than at Nos. 375, 8377, and 379 
South Jefferson street, all frame buildings, 
whose planks are ready to crumble to pieces. 
At No. 375 water is dripping from a hydrant 
in the lower hall, the only source of water 
pupply for three families of eleven persons 
who occupy the five rooms. «There is no evi- 
dence of sewer connections. The little 
Stable-like tenement in the rear is labeled 
No. 877. 

Six peddlers’ wagons were found in one 
yard at Nos. 389 and 391 South Jefferson 
@treet. The yard is three feet below grade, 
and a noisome pile of stable refuse was close 
or the ony house.

jot at No. 100 West Polk street. The house 
is the property of Patrick Burk. It is an old 
frame building, ready to collapse.

Three hundred needy children in the pub- 
lic schools will wear new clothing to school 
this morning as the result of the first day’s 
distribution yesterday by the women of the 
School Children’s Aid Society. 

The workshop of the Board of Education 
in West Monroe street was filled with chil- 
dren’s clothing, it being the only place avail- 
able owing to the recent fire which destroyed 
the usual quarters in the storchouse.

The Donohue & Henneberry strike has evi- 
dently taken the form of a test of endurance 
between the several unions and the firm.

Before Justice Richardson C. B. Harlow 
and J. Patti had a short hearing, after which 
their cases were passed until this morning. 
Patti is charged with making threats and 
Harlow with assault.

House Committee Ri vorts in Faver of 
Kigin, Joliet, and East St.’ Louis. 

Washirgton, D. C., Dec?. 11:—[Special 
Chairman Milliken and the members of i 
House Committee on Public Butidings and 
Grounds put in a big day’s work with-favor- 
able reports on public buildings which it is 
proposed to erect in different: part# of the 
country.,'In all twenty-three bills’ received 
favorable consideration and recummenda- 
tions by the committee, the amount involved 
being upwards of $4,500,000, 

Among the locaNties honored with favora- 
ble reports were East St. Louis, Elgin, and 
Joliet, Ill, each of which the committee 
Suggested should have a public building 
which, with the site, should not cost more 
than $100,000. Elgin and Joliet were not on 
the list to be reported to the House today, 
but Representative Hopkins and Uncle Joe 
Cannon made such strong pleas in behalf of 
buildings for their districts that both places 
were selected to be recipients of government 
bounty. Congressman Murphy had pre- 
viously put in some words for East St. Louis. 
. Regarding a building at Elgin. the com- 
mittee said: 

“The government pays an annual rental 
now of $1,500 for the building used as a 


‘ postofiice, the lease of which will expire Feb. 


#3, 1898. This building cannot longer be 
used for the postal needs, arid wise economy 
requires that the government should select 
a site as early as practicable and construct 
a building in‘which to transact a large and 
increasing postal business.” 


WARSHIP BUILDERS WANT DAMAGES 


Pat In Big Claims for Delays Alleged 
to Be Due to Navy Department. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—The Secretary 
of the Navy today sent to the House the 
claim of the Quintard iron works, amount- 
ing to $99,661, for loss due to delays alleged 
to have been caused by the government in 
the construction of the cruiser Maine.

In 
each. case it is alleged that‘the delays were 
due to the failure of the government to sup- 
ply the armor, or othér materials, in ac- 
cordance with the contractm and in the case 
of the New York that further delay occurred 
by reason of the changes in plans authorized 
by the department.

CARTER DENIES IT IS VIOLATION OF 


ANTI-TRUST LAW. 


Trans-Missouri Freight Association in 


the Supreme Court—E. J. Phelps De- 
fends Monopolies—Attorney-Gener- 
al Harmon Says a Combination 
Against the Law Was a Combination 
Against the Government and Con- 
stitutes an Offense Per Se. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—[New York 
World.}—Every seat in the United States 
Supreme Court room was occupied this after- 
noon by those desirous of witnessing the 
legal battle between. Attorney-General Har- 
mon and the distinguished. counsel for the 
sreat railroad corporations brought to bay 


by the-action of the government against the 


Trans-Missouri Freight Association. Many 
Were obliged to stand. Within the railing 
were many lawyers of prominence and 
among inierested listeners were Senator 
Hoar and Representatives Turner, Tucker, 
Cooper, Long, Smith of Michigan, and Dolli- 
ver. All of the Justices were in their places. 
James C. Carter of New York, who appears 
for the Trans-Missouri Freight Association, 
began his argument for his client soon after 
the convening of the court at-noon. He ad- 
mitted at the start that the agreement made 
by the association was to a certain extent 
in restraint of trade. For a century past, 
he then went on to say, legislators had been 
investigating the subject of contracts which 
were alleged to be antagonistic to public 
policy. Now, according to the Attorney- 
General, those contracts which were inno- 
cent, and even beneficial, were to be con- 
demned. Those heretofore regarded as mer- 
itorious were now declared invalid and crim- 
inal without any distinction. Organizations 
of laboring men engaged in railroad work, 
who have combined for the purpose of better- 
ing their condition, have done so illegally, 
according to the Attorney-General. 


Mr. Carter Interprets the Law. 

Mr. Carter interpreted the anti-trust law 
to be directed only against those contracts 
whose main and chief purpose was to re- 
strain trade. He disputed Mr. Harmon’s as- 
sumption that the law applied to competing 
and not to connecting lines, and enumerated 
many ways in which trade could be benefi- 
cially restrained, such as by agreements 
between roads to maintain stability of rates 
for a fixed period; for the general classifica- 
tion of freight rates, and for the prevention 
of discrimination. 

The chief feature of the Trans-Missouri 
agreement, he said, was that it sought to 
discover and punish violations of the inter- 
State commerce act. No charge of unrea- 
sonableness could be brought against the 
agreement, except that it maintained rates. 
The argument had been made that this agree- 
ment suppressed competition, and that this 
suppression tended to-enhance prices, while, 
on the contrary, competition was supposed 
to bring low prices. The great calamity howl 
for the last three years had been directed 
against low prices. It wae difficult, Mr. Car- 
ter said, to reconcile these contradictions. 
Experience had taught that neither high nor 
low prices were beneficial to the country, 
but equal prices, which make conditions 
fair for the producer, the consumer, the 
transporter, and all concerned. 

Strife to gain trade often caused the cut- 
ting of prices far below the average and 
brought general disaster. The man having 
large capital invested to save himself ag- 
grandizes all competition and becomes a 
monopolist. Under such circumstances com- 
petition became war, merciless, destructive, 
and annihilating. The whole question was 
whether the agreement was intended to rest 
ain healthy or unhealthy competition. This 
could be determined only by ascertaining 
ats reasonableness... Without an agreement 
fuinous cutting of rates was inevitable. 


Mr. Phelps Dwellis on Its Ambiguity. 
EE. J.. Phelps, formerly Minister to Great 
Britain, representing »the Eastern Traffic 
Association, called attention to the am- 
biguity of the anti-trust law. Hesaid it was 
apenalstatute. In thiscasethe court would 
be indicting an offender, not upon the clear 
meaning of the law, but upon its ambiguity. 
If the agreement under consideration con- 
stituted a crime, it was made so under one 
statute while authorized by another. The 
anti-trust law did not repeal or supplement 
the inter-State commerce act. Reasonable 
contracts were authorized by the latter, and 
this agreement was just and reasonable. 
The whole questidn, said Mr. Phelps, was 
whether railroads were outside the proteéc- 
tion of the general statutes. Was there one 
law for them and another for other corpora- 
tions and individuals, he asked. 

Statesmen of a certain class, continued 
Mr. Phelps, entertained the view, which 
seemed to be quite popular with the masses, 
that it was meritorious to attack railroads; 
that they were grinding and cppressive 
monopolies, and this assault upon railroads 
became quite a feature in the recent cam- 
paign. But notwithstanding this railroads 
were entitled to the full protection of law. 
Even under the most favorable conditions 
transportation companies were piaced at a 
great disadvantage by the laws. 

In conclusion Mr.+Phelps said that the 
word “‘ monopoly ” should be given another 
definition besides that used for the pur- 
poses of vituperation. In legislation and 
politics whenever a thing is obnoxious it is 
called a “‘ monopoly,” but in a court of jus- 
tice the word must be given an actual and 
legitimate definition. Monopoly was an ag- 
gregation under one head of several sub- 
ordinate branches in the same line of indus- 
try for the purpose of producing exaction 
in prices. The Trans-Missouri Association 
had an exactly opposite purpose. It was 
organized not to monopolize the freight 
business, but to equalize it among the 
eighteen defendant railroads. 


Harmon Argues for the Gevernment. 

Attorney-General Harmon followed for 
the government. It was a matter for sin- 
cere congratulation, he. said, that the arti- 
trust law had at last, after long délays and 
tedious processes, been brought to’the court 
of last resort. The only question at issue 
was, does it apply to railroads? «Ht denied 
that the law must be givena strict construc- 
tion. It must’ be fairly and-reasonably con- 
strued. It was primarily intended to pro- 
tect the public, prevent wrong, and obviate 
the injustice arising. from trusts, combina- 
tions, and cénspiracies. There Was no other 
law on the statute books of such magnitude 
and importance. 

The anti-trust law did not repeal or in 
any way affect the inter-State commerce 
act. The former dealt with the commission 
of crime by combinations and conspiracies, 
and the ‘latter with offenses committcd by 
individuals. Transportation trusts, rail- 
road trusts, and commodity trusts all stood 
on the same fodting under the law. To 
whom did the act apply if not to railroads? 
An agreement to maintain rates was a re- 
straint upon commerce. The terms of the 
law specified shades of responsibility. The 
contract is the lesser, and is often inno- 
cent: the combination is a more advanced 
grade of crime; conspiracy is a combination 
with a sinister motive. 

The anti-trust law, said the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, was as plain and simple as any ever 
put upon the statute books. It was general 
in its application, and was meant by Con- 
gress to be general. There was widespread 
complaint at the time of its passage about 
multiplying unions intending to monopolize 
certain lines of business. 

Referring to the bounds of restraint, Mr. 
Harmon asked if any body of men had ever 
been found who could accurately determine 
what should constitute the volume of cur- 
rency. It might be considered heresy, but 
he opposed the principle of protection be- 
cause no hody of men could ever be dis- 
covered who were fair enough to apply the 
principle impartially. For the same reason 
just and reasonable restraints could nevér 
be put upon. trade. 


Is an Offense Against Government. 


A combination against the law was a 
combination against the government, and 
constituted an offense per se. The govern- 
ment easily deals with individuals through 
processes of law, but when men combine and 
conspire the government can act without 
waiting ta, see. what the result of their com- 
bination: is. It is admissible for tue govern- 
ment to smash the egg without waiting for 
the bird tobe hatched. Public safety and 
interest. and; it» may be, the very existence 
of the government, are involved whenever 
conspiracies are formed. The ic was 
placed at the mercy of the ators.

inter-State commerce; law. Common peo | 


ple had not the time and money to attack 
the charging of unreasonable rates. By the 
anti-trust law Congress hed sald that there 
should be no artificial combinations and con- 
spiracies. The motives of those makings the 
combinations did not enter into considera- 
tion. When rates went up the people suf- 
fered, and when they went down they pros- 
pered. Every class of business felt the 
effect of hard times. Even farms were sold 
under foreclosure proceedings. The rail- 
roads must take their chances with other 
lines of busiress, and if some were driven to 
the wall it was no more than happened in 
every other branch of trade. 

Railroads were a natural monopoly. There 
was not the same likelihood:of a road suf- 
fering loss as a merchant.’ Men and rail- 
roads did not effect a combination unless it 
was for some purpose, A combination in- 
volved an affirmative purpose, while a con- 
tract was negative in its intentions without 
the combination... All such combinations as 
the Trans-Missouri Association. were a vio- 
lation of the anti-trust law: 


REPORT AGAINST THE POWERS BILL. 


Representative Bell Proposes a Plan 
to Secure Pacific Railroad Debis. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—Representa- 
tive Bell of Texas, a member of the Commit- 
tee on Pacific Railroads, today presented to 
the liouse a minority report against the 
Powers bill. He opposes the bill on the 
ground that it proposes to increase the in- 
debtedneses of the Pacific roads, which is 
covered by the first mortgage and a prior 
lien to the government lien by $16,000,000, 
and to make the government lien subordinate 
to this increased indebtedness. He asserts 
that while under the Powers plan the com- 
panies would attempt to give security to the 
government by a second lien, if the govern- 
ment is obliged to take possession of the 
property, as he predicts that it would be 
eventually under the Powers bill, it would 
have to assume an additional debt of $16,- 
000,000, He holds that the property on 
which the government would be given a sec- 
ond lien would be worth less than the amount 
of the first mortgage. 

Mr. Bell recommends that the indebted- 
ness of the roads to the government be ex- 
tended provided the companies will secure 
the government debt by a first mortgage on 
the property, giving the government a right 
on default to institute proceedings on the 
entire amount of the roads’ indebtedness. 
In the event of the failure or refusal of the 
roads to comply with these conditions the 
government should institute suit to fore- 
close and sell the property. The report 
strongly opposes government ownership or 
control. 

The report says that the subsidized roads 
have squandered the assets which ought to 
be available to pay their indebtedness to 
the government; that “‘ the maladministra- 
tion of the properties began with the build- 


ing of the roads, and has continued ever 


since.”’ 

Mr. Bell contends that as the government 
has to pay 3 per cent interest on what it 
owes it is unreasonable that it should loan 
to private corporations at less rate, and rec- 
ommends that any extension of the debt he 
at 3 per cent, instead of 2 as provided in the 
Powers bill.

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 11.—[{Spectal.)}—The 
arrest here yesterday of General Agent 
O'Reilly of the Monon on a warrant taken 
out by the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion Inspector is said to be only the be- 
ginning of a stirring up for violations by sey- 
eral Middle Western roads.

What are the facts in the case, and did “a 
few seaboard States” triumph over the bal- 
ance of the country and throttle all agri- 
cultural and productive industries? 

The census reports of 1890, the latest relia- 
ble authority at hand, show 351,331 manu- 
factories and productive industries in the 
United States, of which number 280,531 are 
located and. operated in those States which 
cast their Electoral vote for Maj, McKinley, 
and 62,014 in those States which cast their 
Electoral vote for Mr. Bryan, leaving a 
majcrity in favor of the McKinley States

of 227,317 productive industries. These pro-- 


ductive industrjes have a value of $6,49i,- 
303,061, of which the States voting for Maj. 
McKinley furnish $5,741,925,241. Those voi:- 
ing for Mr. Bryan should be credited with 
$752,377,820, leaving a balance invested in 
productive industries in favor of the Mc- 
Kinley. States of $4,989,547,421. There were 
employed in these productive industries 
4,679,290 persons, and of this number 4,06),- 
841 were employed in the productive indus- 
tries located in those States which cast 
their Electoral vote for Maj. McKinley, 
while 618,449 were employed in the pro- 
ductive industries located in the States cast- 
ing their Electoral vote for Mr. Bryan, leav- 
a majority in favor of the McKinley States 
of 3,442,392 persons employed. To these 
4,679,290 employés there was paid in wager 
a grand total of $2,267,529,390, of which 
amount the employés of the productive in- 
dustriés in the McKinley States received 
$1,999,567,2690. Those in the Bryan States 
received $267,962,121, leaving a balance in 
favor of the McKinley States of $1,731,605,- 
148. The gross value of the manufactured 
products of these productive industries was 
$9,330,584,287. Of this vast sum the pro- 
ductive industries located in the McKinley 
States produced $8,152,123,307, and those lo- 
cated in the Bryan States $1,178,460,980, leav- 
ing a balance in favor of the McKinley 
States of $6,983,662,327.

25 per cent, or $2,038,030,826, added to the 
wealth of the Nation? For the same period 
and from the same source the States voting 
for Bryan produced $1,178,460,980 gross, and 
allowing same percentage for cost of raw 
material and manufacture, added $294,615,- 
215 to the wealth of the Nation.

If misstatement of fact. is a proof of dem- 
agogism the reader may readily judge which 
is the demagogue. ‘Judge becomes more 
warlike in his utter es, and but bears out 
the claim made in the Jate campaign that 
behind Bryan, Altgeld & Co. was massed an ir- 
responsible horde of malcontents ready for 
riot, ruin, and repudiation. Witness the fol- 
lowing:

PLANS FOR UNION STATION POSTOFFICE 


They Have Been Forwarded to Wash- 
ington and Contemplate Changes 
in Mail Service. 


The papers regarding the proposed new 
branch postoffice at the Union Station were 
forwarded to Washington Thursday. It is 
understood the recommendation contem- 
plates a branch postoffice which will have 
as large equipment and working force as 
the general postoffice in the City of Mil- 
waukee. 

At the start Supt. Law ofthe Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago line of the Pent- 
sylvania company was asked if he could not 
accommodate the government with neces- 
sary quarters in the baggage-room in which 
to establish a branch postoffice. Mr. Law 
came to Chicago, looked over the ground, 
and said it could be done at a moderate 
rental. 

Since then the plans havé@ been enlarged, 
so it is now proposed to alter the, building 
to put in a big mailing plant. It is expected 
there will be not less than sixty clerks and 
150 carriers engaged at the station. Forty 
per cent of the mail coming to Chicago ar- 
rives at the Union Station, and it is claimed 
20 per cent more could be diverted to that 
depot. Two hundred railway postal clerks 
arrive at and leave from that point. 

The all pervading idea is to do away with 
hauling and to cart the majl right into 
Uncle Sam’s quarters. It is also proposed 
that a great bulk of the second-class matter 
other than the reguiar Chicago dailies be 
sent to this new branch. The average 
amount of second-class matter handled daliy 
at the Chicago Postoffice is 125,000 poundé. 
Of this 64,009 pounds consists of trade 
journals and other publications not of regu- 
lar daily issue. It is said this can ve 
handled with greater advantage at the pro- 
posed new station, and that eighty-five men 
at the latter place will do the work of 100 
at the general postoffice. 

It is also pointed out that both the Rock 
Island) and Northwestern depots are much 
nearer the Union Station than the lake 
front, and that fact will give the new branca 
an additional distributing feature. 

The plans showing the alteration of the 
Pennsylvania company’s building to suit the 
purpose desired were drawn in Postmaster 
Hesing’s office, and have been forwarded to 
Washington.

With Iphigenia and Andromache 
where, since the measure is heroic, the first 
name must either be called Iph’genia, with 
the accent properly placed, an unwarrant- 
able liberty, or Miss Thomas must be 
brought in guilty of using the German, not 
the English, pronunciation of the name. 

The rest of the book is given over to lyrics 
and sonnets, and-it is hard to decide which 
show the most feeling. All are good. 


Such unusual work as Nora Hopper has 
been doing for several years is certain to at- 
tract attention to any collection of her verses 
she may see fit to publish. Not only does 
she display marked ability and show ad- 
mirable discrimination in her choice of sub- 
jects: but she ranges over nature with up- 
erring instinct on one hand, while on the 
other she gathers blossoms from literatures 
widely separated. For example, in this 
book she has brought together the ancient 
Erse traditions and folk lore and the pow- 
erful legends of the Norseman, a juxtaposi- 
tion made familiar to her, no doubt, by her 
wide acquaintance with Celtic literature, 
And to this Miss Hopper adds some little 
stanzas in quite the Greek spirit, something 
from the majestic mythology of old Egypt, a 
song from the Armenian and another from 
the Finnish! 

In the rendering of the plaintive melody 
of old Irish ballads, however, Miss Hopper 
attains her highest point in a poetic sense. 
“The King of Ireland's Son,”’ ‘‘ Eireag,” 
** Vagrants,” and a score of others are a dis- 
tinct addition to our literature. There isa 
rondeau that must be quoted: 

Love-in-a-mist in every garden grows 
Beside the hollynock, beneath the rose; 

Love-in-a-mist makes every rose less gay, 

And takes the lily’s gold and leaves her gray, 
And turns the poppy pale as winter snows. 


Sir Humble-bee will none of it, but goes 
Straight for the sunflower in the garden close, 
And spiders’ web of silver will not stay 
Love-in-a-mist. 


Who garners it we wist not, nor who sows, 
Nor to what end its misty blossom blows;

Newspaper Verse. 
Memories and Impressions. By Frank 
Putnam. Privately printed by the au- 
thor. 

What must strike every reader of Frank 
Putnam's verse is the defect which must al- 
ways characterize work done as he is 
obliged to do it—hastiness of construction. 
His topics, varied as they seem to be in a 
casual reading, are derived from two 
sources and two only—his own experience 
and the newspaper topics of the day. The 
former have without exception a vein of 
clear poetic feeling: the latter are didatic 
and all that, but they savor of a work of duty 
rather than love.. Mr. Putnam Is not, 90 far 
as this little volume of his selected poems 
permits judgment, a student of media of ex- 
pression in either meter or verse form. He 

ords admirable support to Prof. Mayor’s 
theory. that everything in English can be 
referred to the ilambus or anapeet: for, with 
exceptions so few that they demonstraie 
the existence of the rule, all the verses here 
submitted begin with one or the other of 
these feet and run on throughout, using the 
two without discrimination until the stanza 
is done. Rhymes are inserted, now here, 
now there, but the feeling is that it hae made 
little difference to the writer—and so makes 
less to you—whether they were in this place 
or that. 

But these criticiems are to the form mere- 
ly. No man can be expected to turn out a 
gonmet, a rondeau redouble, or a chant royal 
every day of his life—or, for that matter, 
any verse at all. Browning tried this last, 
and with all his mighty powers and almost 
infinite capacity for rhymes, good and bad, 
gave it up before a fortnight ended. Mr. 
Putmam is sincerely to be congratulated on 
this ample demonstration that, on the whole, 
newspaper verse is better than most of that 
we see in the magazines, month after month, 
bo spite of temporal and other disadvan- 
ages. 


Literary Notes. 


Harry Stillwell Edwards has written some de- 
lightful short stories—-good enough, in fact. to 
proclaim him a master of that difficult art. But 
his apprenticeship in this has betrayed him when 
he attacks a novel. ‘‘ Sons and Fathers,’’ just 
issued from the press of Rand, McNally & Co.. is 
episodic to a degree and incoherent as a work of 
literature. It was written to make the general 
public guess, and it succeeded. But it is retro-

At last a collection of short stories which weave 
together the interests of the Irish in this country 
and those remaining on the old sod appears in 
book form. Shan F. Bulloek, under the auspices 
of Stone & Kimball, republishes the tales which 
have been appearing now and again in the maga- 
zines for some time.

Three sets of books for the gift season are

Money for Electrical Eqsipment. 

According to this report the receiver had 
on hand on Dec. 1 $277,208. The Northern 
Trust ¢eompany now holds $106,000, which fs 
the property of the bondholders, and which 
can be made available when the sale of the 
Alley “L." roadisvconfirmed. This will give 
the company, with the net earnings of De- 
cember, approximately $400,000 in cash, 
which would be available on Jan. 1. From 
this must be deducted the cost of the fore- 
closure suit. This would amount to perhaps 
$100,000, which would leave the new com- 
pany which is to be organized after the con- 
firmation of the sale with something like 
$300,000 available for equipping the road 
with electricity. To equip the Lake Street 
“L” will cost about $300,000. There had been 
expended on the Lake Street in connection 
‘with the change of the motive power up to 
Sept. 15, $204,000, The bondholders will 
therefore have enough, or very nearly 
enough, money to equip the line with 
electricity unless it should be necessary to 
build a power-house. A power-house with 
a capacity sufficient for the operation of the 
Alley “L" would be expensive. Some of 
the bondholders are of the opinion a con- 


existing cempanies or an agreement made 
whereby a separate corperation would erect 
& power-house and would furnish power 
under a stipulated contract. 

There are some of the bondholders who 
are now agitating the question of making 
this use of the money and the borrowinz 
of enough money to complete the work, if 
any might be needed, and also to build a con- 
nection with the loop. If this should be 
done, they argue, the road could be put 
upon a basis which would provide a fund 
in time not only to pay off the loans, but 
to build extensions to the Stock-Yards, to 
' Englewood, and to Kenwood and Hyde 
Park. If this should be done it would solve 
the question of reorganization. 


Moores Make Some Settlements. 


The Moore brothers have effected settle- 
ments with a number of the brokerage firms 
holding claims against them. It«is said 
that in all euch cases an absolute release 
has been given the Moores, they in turn 
assigning all rights to etocKs now held by 
the brokers in their name. One broker said 
yesterday: ‘' My firm in giving a release to 
the Moores thought such a course the best 
policy at present. The Moores have saved 
nothing fram the wreck and if forced toa 
settlement now could pay nothing. By 
cleaning up the slate the local market will 
be left in a much better position and the 
influence of the Moores would have a good 
effect upon the market for Diamond Match 
and New York Biscuit stock. The disposi- 
tion of the brokers is changing and I think 
it will only be a short time when all the 
Moore deals will be closed.’’

While Industries Have Gained in 
Working Foree They Are Waiting 
‘fora Commensurate Gain in Buyers 
and -Are Trying to Clear Away Re- 
strietive Embarrassments—Iren In- 


@Gustry Is Demoralized by Uncer- 
tainty Regarding Combinations. 


.New York, Dec. 11.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 
‘The approach of holidays and doubt about 
the action of Congress put off further im- 
provement until the new year. While indus- 
tries have gained in working force, they 
are awaiting for commensurate gain in de- 
mand, and meanwhile are trying to clear 
away embarrassments which restrict them. 

The wheat market has weakened with less 
gloomy news from other countries and larger 
Western receipts, though only 3,691,374 bush- 
els, against 6,005,404 last year. Disappoint- 
ment about the break in prices may help to 
increase receipts. 

Atlantic exports were but 2,755,651 bushels, 
flour included, and for two weeks have been 
but 4,748,118 bushels, against 4,172,448 last 
year. Pacific dispatches show that exports 
continue very heavy, and about 300,000 tons 
more are available from California. The 
market has declined 1% cents, and the de- 
crease in demand for flour, with high rail 
rates, has closed nearly all Superior-Duluth 
and many of the other Northwestern milis. 
Cotton here declined 3-16. In spite of all 
stories that’ the crop has been, nearly mar- 
keted it continues to come forward steadily. 
With over 5,000,000 bales in sight»already, 
there are estimates based on government 
reports that the yield is 8,300,000 bales or 
less, which would leave but 3,300,000 to come 
forwatd in eight months and three weeks. 


When the official report first came there was 


a rush of buyers; a few minutes turned the 
current, and a rapid decline followed. 

The iron output for December was 142,278 
tons weekly, against 124,077 for November 
and 216,797 a year ago, and unsold stocks 
reported were 31,901 tons smaller than Nov. 
1, but these do not include stocks of the 
great steel companies. The industry is for 
the time demoralized by uncertaint¥regard- 
ing .the great combinations. The formal 
withdrawal of the Bellaire company broke 
the billet pool, but a meeting is in session to 
reconstruct it if possible. The beam makers 
also meet this week to revive, if they Can, 
their compact, and the steel rail works will 
meet shortly with the prospect that one im- 
portant concern. will go out, and that if 
others are kept together prices will have to 
be materially reduced. 

The bar association scarcely pretends to 
control prices, which are slightly lower this 
week for steel, and the rupture of the nail 
association for the time left the bar price 
for wire nails about $1,50 at Pittsburg, with 
extra charges on ordinary assortments av- 
eraging 12 cents, against $2.55 paid last 
month, with extras averaging 70 cents. Un- 
til the future influence of these combina- 
tions is better defined narrow trading must 
be expected, and Bessemer pig and gray 
forge are slightly lower. Minor metals are 
generally weaker, tin at 12.00 cents, copper 
at 11% cents for lake, and lead at 2.95 cents. 
Aluminum has been reduced from 50 to 37 
cents for ingots, ton lots, and 65 to 53 cents 
for rods, the production having increased 
fourfold, Textile industries are working a 
larger force than in October, but thereis not 
much evidence of larger demand, and some 


‘kinds of goods are accumulating. As raw 


cotton is lower, some yielding in prices of 
staples is expected and buying is on that 
account more restricted, a few qualities of 
goods having slightly declined. 

Print cloths are weak in tone, with enor- 
mous stocks. Woolen goods are not in bet- 
ter demand, and there is a general indisposi- 
tion to make commitments ahead. Sales 
of wool, in two weeks, 14,378,900 pounds, 
against 11,999,200 last year, and 10,852,700 
in 1892, are this year largely between trad- 
ers, as the mills find at present little encour- 
agement to buy and London sales are a shade 
weaker. ;

Failures for the week have been 380 in the 
United States, against 333 last year and 43 
in Canada, against 54 last year. 


BRADSTREET’S REVIEW OF TRADE, 


Tendency of Prices Is Mere Conspicu- 
ously Downward in Several Lines. 
New York, Dec 11.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 

will say: 

There has been no improvement in general 
trade this week, except in holiday special- 
ties. Distribution of mercHandise in Texas 
has been checked by those who have held 
back cotton, awaiting higher prices. Un- 
seasonable weather has again delayed de- 
mand for winter goods, and the approach of 
the period for stock-taking will prolong the 
season of dulinese well into next month. 

The tendency of prices is more conspicuous- 
ly downward, noticeably for Bessemer pig 
iron, steel billets, rails, hides, leather, flour, 
wheat, corn, oats, lard, cotton, and petro- 
leum. 

The collapse or impending dissolution of 
iron and steel pools and combinations én- 
courages a belief that prices for these metals 
will range lower. This causes buyers to 
withhold orders. Dry goods are depressed 
by the large stocks of print clothe im the 
hands of manufacturers, and although some 
New England woolen mills are well supplied 
with orders there is no revival in woolen 
manufacturing. 

There are 381 business failures reported 
in the United States this week, another in- 
crease as compared with the average in re- 
cent weeks; 22 more than last week, 67 more 
than in the like week one year ago, but 2 less 
than in the second week of December, 1504, 
although 44 more than in the corresponding 
period in 1883. As compared with the like 
week in 1892 the increased number of fall- 
ures this week fs S&S. 

There are 42 business failures reported 
throughout the Canadian Dominion this 
week, 56 fewer than last week, 3 more than in 
the week a year ago, 8 more than two years 
ago, and 4 less than In the like week of 1893. 


REVIEW OF SPECULATIVE MARKETS 


Much of the Fear Regarding Congres- 
sional Action Is Lost. 

New York, Dec. 11.—Bradstreet’s review 
of the stock market tomorrow will say: 

Congress having actually assembled the 
speculative market has apparently lost muca 
of its fear regarding the action of that 
body and its influence upon the financial 
situation. The professional Wall _§ street 
operators manifested a disposition to sell 
on the market last Monday on appearance 
of the President’s message on the ground 
that the treatment of the Cuban question 
was not as conservative as had been expect- 
ed, and that the reference to trust organiza- 
tions would encourage legislative attacks 
on the industrials, not only in Congress but 
in the State Legislatures. 

The message, however, produced little or 
no liquidation of long stock, and the intro- 
duction,. as soon as Congress got to work, 
of a variety of resolutions in reference to 
Cuba had practically no effect. 

Holders of stock seem unwilling to sell 
and bearish manipulation simply increases 
the short interest and creates a foundation 
for rallies. The utter absence of outside 
participation in the market is, however, se- 
verely felt, and the transactions from day 
to day have been on a very limited scale. 

Europe has taken no part\in the specula- 
tion here, and the weaker tone of the foreign 
exchange market has been without any in- 
fluence on stocks.

Settlement Is Concluded and Tone of 
Stocks Improves. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—The Evening 
London financial cablegram says: 

The settlement having been satisfactorily con- 
cluded, the tone of the stock markets today was 
good. The improvement was led by the recovery 
in mines, which was due to covering by bears. 
Home rails also rose sharply on hopes that the 
expected strike may be averted. 

Americans were steady except Louisville and St. 
Paul, which were dull on the New York lead. 
South Americans were strong. Brazil exchange 
improved 9 1-16d. Indian council drafts sold 
up Is 385-32d. Money was in strong demand and 
the Bank of England lent a considerable amount 
to the market for a week at 4 per ¢ent. 

The Paris and Berlin markets were firm. 
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
